Tnſomuch that Life is commonly 
put for Happineſs 3 and Death for Miſery. |

Good, Death and Evil : And again, I have ſet before you Ver. 19. 
Life, and Death; Bleſſing, and Curſing : Therefore chooſe 
Life, that thou and thy ſeed may live. That is, That you 
may be bleſſed. And Feremy, much to the ſame purpoſe, 
( but more literally: ) Behold 1 fet before you the way of Jer.21.8. 
Life, and the way of Death. And, when God at firit 
threatened, 1» the day that thou eateſt thereof, thou ſhalt dy Gen.2.17. 
the Death : That which we commonly call Death (though 
it were a part) was but a ſinall part, of that threatening, 
The whole of it, was, That he ſhould be mziſerable. And, 
though he did not Dy the ſame day (as to what we.com- 
monly call Death, ) yet he did, that day, become _—

ble. And ſo had He, and all His, continued to be'; if God 
had not found out a way to reſtore us, from that Death, 
to a Life of Happineſs. And what that is, the Text tells 
us 3 The Juſt ſhall live by Faith. 

True it 1s, that Death, in the proper ſenſe, is a great 
Evil; and it was ſo intended by God, when. he did at 
firſt threaten it, as a part of that miſery, which was to 
follow upon Sin.) And even the Death of a Friend, as 
well as our Own, may juſtly be looked upon as a great 
Afﬀiction. 

But, thas to Dy, is a much leſs Evil, than (as the Apo- 
ſtle ſpeaks) to be Dead while we Live. And it is an Allay 
to our Sorrow, ( as well in reference to our own Death, 
as to that of thoſe we Love, ) That, he who Believeth in 
the Lord, though he be Dead, yet ſhall he Live : And, who 
ſoever liveth and believeth in him, ſhall never Dy. 

You eafily apprehend, that, when Chriſt ſaith, He ſpall 
zever Dy ; he did not mean it of a zatural Death; For, 
thus, 1t 3s appointed to all mrex, once to Dy: ) But thus ra- 
ther, He that hath part in the firſt ReſurreTion, wo a the 
ſecond Death hath no power. Or, if that expreſſion may 
ſcem to be of a doubttull ſenſe, (as being involved in the 
obſcure phraſe of a myſtical Propheſy;) yet; that at leaſt 


 isplain, That, IF we live after the Fleſh, we ſhall Dy; but 


if, through the Spirit, we mortifie the deeds of . the Body, we 
(hall Live. For, to be Carnally minded, is Death: but, to be 
Spiritually minded, is Life and Peace. 

And this is the Life, which the Text ſpeaks of: Which 
is Begun in Grace, and Perfe&ed in Glory. And ſuch a 
Life 1s that, which the Juſ# ſhall Live by Faith. God ſo 
laved the World, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who 
ſo ever Believeth in him, ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſt- 


ing Life. (That is, That he ſhould be eternally Happy. )

' Secondly, That it is by true Faith i» Jeſws Chriſt, and 
no other way, that we can be reputed Juſt or Righteous 
in Gods fight. Not, for any Righteouſneſs of our own: 
not by 55 3 of Righteouſneſs which we have done. Our 
Works perhaps may look glorious in the ſight of Men; 
but not 1n the eyes of God, (that we ſhould, in His fight, 
be juſtified by Them.) Our Works may ſerve to Jo 
our Faith. (We may ſhew our Faith by our Works 5, and By 
Works is Faith made Perfe# : ) But it is our Faith muſt 
juſtifie us. Abraham believed God (as there it follows) 


' ax it was iniputed to him for Righteouſneſs. 


7 Abraham were Juſtified by Works (faith S. Paul, )) he 
had whereof to Glory 5, but, not before God : But Abrahants 
Believing God ( for 1o it follows) was accounted to hin: for 
Righteouſneſs. | 

And this God would have ſo to be; That Himſelf 
might have all the Glory of his Grace : And, That Man 
may have nothing to Glory in; nothing to boaſt of. Now 
fo him that worketh ( as there it follows ) the Reward js not 
reckoned of Grace, but of Debt : But; to' hime that worketh 
zat, but Believeth on him that juſtifieth the Ongodly 5, his 
Faith is counted to him for Righteouſneſs. 

And David allſo ( as he further argues) deſcribeth the 


. Bleſſedneſs of that Man, to whom God imputeth Righteouſ- 


eſs, without Works 3 ( that is, not upon the account of 
Works: ) . ſaying, Bleſſed are they, who's Iniquities are for- 
given, and who's ſins are covered : Bleſſed is the man to whom 


the Lord will n0t Impute ſin. Not, He that hath zo ſin, (for 


then no man\'would be bleſſed; ) but, to whom 3t is not 
Imputed. 


Who ever therefore would be thus accounted Righte- 


ons in Gods ſight; muſt be contented to Diſclaim his Own 


Righteoutſheſs, as to any thing of Merit therein : and ac- 
| cept 
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cept of -this Imputed Righteouſneſs, on the account onely 
of Chriſts Righteouſneſs and Merits : -to the benefit of 
which we are intituled by Faith in him. 

So far is the Dodrine of S. Pay/, from the Popiſh Do- 
&rine of Merits, and Sypererogation 5 as if we were able 
to doz not onely as mmch ass ſufficient 3 but wore thar is 
neceſſary, to make us Juſt on the account of Works. 

But when we thus exclude the Merits of good Works, 
as to our Juſtification : We do not deny the Neceſſity of 
"them, as to our Pra&ice. For it 1s not every Faith, ( or 
every thing which a preſumptuous wicked perſon ſhall call 
Faith, ) that will Juſtifie us 1n the ſight of God: But, ſuch 
.a Faith as works by Love; and By Wirks is Faith made per- Gal. 5. 6. 
feF. Not, an Idle, Lazy Faith 3 But, an Operative, a = + rio 
Working Faith 3 a Faith that purifieth the Heart. A Living, 38 15-5- 
a Lively Faith : ( But, Faith without Works is Dead + and Jam. 2. 29. 
can, 1n no other ſenſe, be called Faith; than as a Dead 
man, or the Picture of a man, may be called a ar. ) 

A Faith in the Heart, which doth produce Holyneſs in 
the Life. (For, without Holyneſs no man ſhall ſes God.) Heb.12.14. 

For it was never the deſign of S. Paul, ( nor of our 
Church neither, when ſhee ſaith, Wee are Juſtified by Faith Artic. #1. 
onely ;, ) to derogate from the Neceſſity of Good Works : 

But he doth diredaly Alert it. | 

And he doth (not without ſome Ifidignation) Diſclaim - 
that conſequence, that ſome would ({landeroutly) faſten 
upon his Doctrine of Free Grace, and Juſtification by Faith Rom.s.1. 
onely. What ſhall we ſay then? Shall we continue in Sin, that 
Grace may abonnd ! God forbid. And, as to thoſe ( for 
ſome ſuch there were) who ( as a conſequence of hisDo- 
drine) did affirm, that he ſaid, Let ws do evil that good 
may.come thereof : He ſays, They do ſlanderouſly report it 3 BY 
and, That their condemnation 3s juſt. - 

But you will ſay, If we be Jſ#zfied (as our Church tells 
us) by Faith onely; what need 1s there of Holyneſs, or a 
Godly Life? B I

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I ſay; Much every way. For we muſt be SarGified 
Cas well as Juſtified ) if ever we be ſaved. And though 
Juſtification and Sanctification go allways together ; (For 
God Juſtifies none, whom he doth not alfo Sandtify :) yer 
the Notions of the one and the other, are very different. 
And, whatever ſome would ſlanderouſly infinuate, of 
thoſe who exclude Good Works from Juſtification 3 as if 
they were Enemies to Good Works ; and held; That by 
Faith a man may be faved let his Life benever ſo-Wicked :: 
It will be found in experience, That they are not leſs 
zealows of good Works, who think that Holyneſs belongs. 
to Sanctification, than thoſe that do thus Calumniate them. 
And (very often ) they who talk moſt, of being Juſtified' 
by good Works, have leaſt of them to ſhew. 

'Tis (I know ) the buſineſs of the Papiſts, to-confound 
the Notions of Juſtification and Gees ; to make 
way for their Juſtification by Inherent Righteouſneſs 3 that 
Is, (if they would ſpeak out) by Holyneſs. (For, what 
elſe is Inherent Righteouſneſs ? ) Now, That we are Saz- 
FHified by Holyneſs, no man denies :. But is it by Holyzeſs 
therefore that we are Juſtified 2. or, is not this to-make 
Juſtification and SanRification, all one. « 

And truly the Papiſts have ſome Reaſon ſo to do. For 
it 1s a Dodrine by which they get Money : As being the 


foundation: of Indulgences. and Popiſh. Pardons 3 upon 


purchaſing, out of the Popes Treaſury; ſomewhat of the 
Merits of other men (who are ſuppoſed to have had 
enough and to. ſpare) for thoſe who have none of their 
OWN.. 

But; why any of Us, ſhould be fond'of that Dodrine, 
who have no ſich Bargains to: drive, (and that directly 
againſt the Doctrine o our own Church) I do not ſee. 
And indeed the Papiſts themſelves ( how much ſoever: 


they talk of the Neceſlity: of good Works for Juſtificati-- 
@n, ): do rather hold}, There is no-neceffity of them at all;; 
(either: 
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either to Juſtification, or Salvation.) For there is no man 
o Wicked, and devoyd of Holyneſs and Good Works : 
but that, by virtue of their Prieſts Abſolution, or at leſt 
by the Popes Indulgence, he may go direaly to Heaven, 
without any thing of Holynefs or Good-works ( other 
than giving Money toa Prieſt, ) by their Do&rinez (with- 
out ſo much as touching at Purgatory by the way.) 'Tis 
but, by way of Commutation, paying ſo much Money 
(in ſtead of Holyneſs and a Good Life) and all is fafe. 

However) ſince it is (amongſt us) agreed or all hands 
(for I know of no Proreſtant that doubts it) that there 
isa Neceſlity of Holyneſs, and the practice of Good Works _ 
and a Godly Life ; (if not upon the account of Juſtifica- 
tion, at leſt upon the account of San&ification; _) Let us 
all make it our buſineſs, to be Fruitful therein, And if we Rom. s. 22, 
cannot agree upon the pundtilio, on what Account it is 
neceſſary z Let us at leſt agree upon the Prattiſe, of Holy- 
neſs and a Godly Life. 

In ſo doing ; we ſhall approve our ſelves to God,adorn 
his Goſpel; make our own Calling and Eleftion ſure; ob. 
tain the teſtimony of a good Conſcience in our own Breaſt 5 
and paſs the more comfortably toward the Completion of 
that Happineſs, which the Text promiſeth; That #he Juſt, 
ſhall live, by Faith. | 

And thus I have briefly run over the Doctrine of the 
Text (with ſome conſequents thereof”) according to the 
Two Empaſes allready mentioned. | 

There is a third (to be after mentioned _) but (before 
I leave theſe, and come to it, _) I ſhall further amplify (by 
way of Application _) on each of them.

Where allſo we are not to conſider the word Juſt in a 
ſtrict acceptation:; ſo as onely to denote Jxſtice ſtrictly ta- 
ken, ( as contradiſtinguiſhed to Holineſs, Temperance, 
and other virtues; _) But, as comprehenſive of all that is 
neceſlary to denominate a perſon, a Juſt or Righteous 
man, a Good man, a man.( as here the phraſe is_) zz whon: 


_ the Lord will have pleaſure; or whom he will be well pleaſed 


with. 

For, though a Good man, a Graciozs man, an Holy man, 
a Juſt or Righteous man, a man after Gods own heart, are 
different Names in Scripture; yet are they but as ſo many 
Jnadequate Conceptions of the ſame Thing, and all denote 
the ſame Perſon ;. and ( as other concretes_) are often 
predicated one of another, and'one put for another. 

As in Mat. 1.19. Joſeph being a Fuſs man, and not willing 
to make her a publick example, was minded to put her away 
privily. That is, a good man, a kind man, a merciful man. 

For the Moderation here intimated, ( as contradiſtin- 
guiſhed to what Severity might have been uſed, _) was ra- 
ther an a& of Mercy, than of ſtri&t Juſtice. But it was a 
Juſt man, a good man, a vertuows man, that uſed this ode- 
ration. | 

And ſo is the word Jft, in the Text, to be underſtood; 
as comprehenſive of all thoſe Gracesand Virtues neceſlary 
to make a:good mar, And here, if ever, that ſaying will 
hold good, *Ev» 5 Sg ovMiſcow. mid agerh "gr Fuſtice 
# comprehenſroe of all Virtue.

teonſneſs or juſtification, to be received at Gods own hands :

That this juſtification or righteouſneſs, which _ receive of 
Gods Mercy and Chrifts Merits, embraced by Faith 5 is ta- 
ken, accepted, and allowed of God, for our Perfet and Full

therr Sins in ſuch ſort, that there remaineth not any Spot of Sit, 
that ſhall be Imputed to their Damnation. That this is that Juſt i- 
fication or Righteouſneſs, which S. Paul ſpeaketh of, when he 
ſaith, No man is juſtified by the Works of the Law, but freely 
by Faith in Jeſus Chriſt 5 And again he ſaith; We believe in 
Teſws Chriſt, that we be juſtified freely by the Faith of Chriſt, 
and not by the Works of the Law 3 becauſe that no man ſhall be 
juſtified by the Works of the Law. That, Although this Juſti- 
fication be Free to Os 5, Tet it cometh not So freely to ws, that 
there is no Ranſom paid therefore at all. But----God hath 
tempered his Juſtice and Mercy together 3 that he would nei- 
ther by his Juſtice condemn us to the Everlaſting Captivity of 
the Devil, and his Priſon of Hell, remedyleſs for ever with- 
out Mercy Nor, by his Mercy, deliver us clearly, without 
Juſtice, or payment of a Tuſt Ranſom.-—- And; whereas it lay 
ot in us that to do; He provided a Ranſome for #s 5, that 
was, the moſt precious Body and Blood of his own moſt dear 


and beſt beloved Son Jeſws Chriſt. Who, beſide this Ranſome, 


 Fullfilled the Law, for ws, Perfedly. 


With much more to the ſame purpoſe. Shewing, That 
Chriſt Alone, hath payd the Whole Ranſome, and miade Full 
SatisfaFion, to God's Juſtice 5 and, .that our Righteoul- 
neſs or Good Works come not in for any Share or Part 
thereof; as if, by them, we ſhould, at leſt in Part, be 
juſtified. 

This Dodrine, I know, is not pleaſing to the Socinians, 
nor to the Papiſts. I | 

Not to the Socinians : Becauſe they-Deny that any ſuch 
SatisfaFion is made to Gods Juſtice at all. For, if they 


* ſhould allow, that, Chriſt alone were able to make, a ſut-- 


ficient Satisfaction, for the Sins of All :. they muſt allow 


* him to- be more than. May. And therefore, in order to; 


the Denying of his-Divinity; they deny his Satisfactiontoo.. 
| Nor: 
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Nor tothe Papiſts: For, though they allow a Satisfa- 
-Ction to Juſtice 3 Yet they would have this to be done, at 


leſt in Part, by our ſelves : To make way for Purgatory; * - 


and, conſequently, for Popiſh Pardons. For, if we muſt 

Pay, part of the Debt, our ſelves, (Chriſt having not payd 

the Whole,_) and have not payed it in this Life 3 we muſt 

either pay it in Purgatory 3 or elſe (by way of Commu- 

van 4 pay Money for the Popes Pardon, to be excuſed 
rom it. 


But Wee, -who are not concerned for either of theſe 5 


As neither denying Chriſts Divinity 3 nor being obliged 
to-maintain Purgatory: Have no reaſon to depart from the 
Language of our own Church. 
Now. to make this the more clear, our Church ob- 
ſerves further, That there are Three things which muſt go 
together in our Juffification Opon Gods part 3 his great Mer- 
cy and Grace. Upon Chriſts part 5 Juſtice 5 that is, the Sa- 
tisfaiFion of Gods Juſtice, or the Price of our Redemption, by 
offering of his Body, and ſhedding of his Blood 5, with full- 
filling the Law, ferfe@y and throughly. And, upon Our part; 
true and lively Faith in the Merits of Feſus Chriſt 5 which get 
#s n0t ours, but by Gods working in ws. 
So that, in our Juſtification, is not onelyGods Mercy and 
| Grace 3 but his Juſtice alſo : Which the Apoſtle calls, the Tu- 
fſtice of God + And it conſiſteth, in Paying the Ranſome, and 
Fullfilling ihe Law. | 
And ſo, the Grace of God, doth not ſhut ont the Juſtice of 
God, in our Juſtification 5 but onely ſhutteth out the Juſtice of 
Mar ; that is to ſay, the Fuſtice of our Works, as to be Me- 
rits of deſerving our Juſtification. And therefore 8. Paul de- 
clareth here, nothing upon the behalf of Man, concerning his 
Juſtification, but onely a true and lively Faith 5 which never- 
n__ 3s the Gift of God, and not Mans onely working, with- 
out God. | F | 


And 
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And yet that Faith, doth not. ſhut out Repentance, Hope, 
Love, Dread, and the Fear of God, to be joyned with Faith 
in-every man that is juſtified : But it ſhutteth them out from 
the Office of Juſtifying. So that, though they be all preſent to- 
gone ir him that is juſtified ; yet they juſtify not all toge- 
'FREY. 

Nor the Faith allſo doth not ſhut out the Fuſtice of our good 
Works, as neceſſary to be done afterwards, of Duty towards 
God ;, ( for we are moſt bounden to ſerve God, in doing good 
deeds, commanded by him in his holy Scripture, all the days of 
our Life: ) But it excludeth them, ſo that we may not do thene 
to this intent, to be made Good by doing them. | 

For all the good Works that we can do, be unperfeF, and 
therefore not able to deſerve our Juſtification : But our Juſti- 
fication doth come freely, by the meer Mercy of God. And of 

ſo great and free Mercy 5 that, whereas all the World was not 
able of their ſelves, to pay, Any Part, towards their Ranſomes 
it pleaſed our heavenly Father of his infinite Mercy, without 
any our deſert or deſervings, to prepare for ws the moſt precious 
Jewels, of Chriſts Body and Blood ; whereby our Ranſome 
might be fully payd, the Law fullfilled, and his Juſtice fully 

atisfied. | 
| Shae Chriſt is now the Righteouſneſs of all them that truly 
do believe in him. Fe, for them, payd the Ranſome by his 
Death. He, for them, fullfilled the Law, in his Life. $9 
that now, in him, and by him, every true Chriſtian man may 
be called, a Fullfiller of the Law : For as much as that which 
their Infirmity lacked, Chriſts Juſtice hath ſupplied. 

I have recited theſe Words the more fally ; that you 
may clearly ſee, what is the Dodrine, and Language of 
the Church of Ergland. And this, I hope, we All take 
to be good Dodrine. For my part, I think it 1s.. 

I might .add, if it were neceſlary, a great deal more : 
As that, where it tells us, That Mar cannot make himſelf 
righteous by his own Works 3 _ in Part, nor in —_

God only 5 and is not a thing which we Render unto him, but 
which we Receive of him ;, ---- by his free Mercy, and by the 


only Merits of his moſt dearly beloved Son, and our only Re- 


deemer, Saviour and. Fuſtifier, feſws Chriſt. 


But 1 leave thoſe, who would ſee more of it, to ſeek it, 


"mn the firſt, ſecond, and third Parts of the Sermor of Salua- 


tion ;, the firſt, ſecond, and third parts of the Sermon of 
Faith 5 and the firſt, ſecond, and third parts of the Ser- 
mon of Good Works. 


And, indeed, the nature of the thing will not bear it 3. 


that any Works of our own ſhould, even in part, Juſtify 


_ us. For Juſtification being an Ac of God, Remitting our 


Sins, for the Ranſome and Satisfaction made to his Juſtice: 
It cannot be, that any thing which we can now do, can 
be (any part of_) ſach Ranſome or Satisfaction. For all 
that we can:do, is but (part of) what is due for the pre- 
ſent. (As our Saviour tells us; When we have done all ; 


we are unprofitable Servants 5 we have done but what was our 


Duty to do.) And there is nothing of Surpluſage, which 
might accrew,. toward Satisfaction for what 1s paſt. Like 


as a Tenant, who is. run deep in Arrears. of Rent. \cannot.. 


by paying (part of_) the Growing Rext forthe future, make: 


Satisfaction for the Arrears allready incurred. For, this. 
growing Rent was due allſo. _ | | 

If it be ſaid, (as perhaps it may,_) That, on: this account, 
we muſt renounce our Faith allſo. Forneither doth Faith, 
Satisfie Gods Juſtice, or Deſerve our Juſtification : 

I ſay. ſo too-3 That Faith as a Grace, or Faith asa Work, 
doth not juſtifie us. But onely as, by it, we embrace the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt ; by which Righteouſneſs alone 
(fo.embraced_) we can be Jultified.. £ 
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And I ay ſo the rather 3 becauſe our 'Chnrch fays'fo 
too 3 '1n theſe words : The true underſtanding of this Do- 
Frine, We be juſtified freely by Faith without Works: or, that 
we be juſtifies by Faith in Chrift onely 3 Is tot, that this our 
own AQ, to Believe in Chriſt 3 or, this our Faith in Chriſt, 
which 3s within us, doth Juſtify #s 5 ( for that were to count 
onr ſelves to be juſtified by ſome AG or Vettue that is withtn 
our {toes * ) but the true meaning thereof 385 That, allthough 
we Hear God's Word, and Believe its allthozgh we have Filth, 
Hope, Charity, Repentance, Dread and Fear of God within 
1 5 and do never ſo many Works thereiinto 3 yet we #mſt re- 
nounte the merit of all our ſaid Vertues, 4 : Faith,- Hope; Cha. 
rity, and aÞ other Vertues and good Deeds whitth we either bane 
done, "ſhall Ho,"or canto as things that be*far-too wetk:; 46 
inſufficient, and unperfeF, to deſerue Remiſſron of our Sins and 
our Juſtification 5 and therefore we nmſt Truſt onely ir Gods

of onr ſins, ( which thing no other of 'onr | erties or Works 
properly doth: ) therefore Scripture uſeth 10 ſay, That Faith 
without Works doth Juſtify.* ou oe + 

© $0 that; according tothe DoAtine'oF our Chareh;net- 
ther our other Works and 0” nor even Fadith-1t felt 


as 
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3s a Work, or as an Habit or Grace in us, doth Juſtify us: 
But onely as it Accepteth. and Embraceth the Righteouſ- 
neſs of Chriſt, for which alone our Sins areRemitted, and 
We Juſtified 3 not for any thing done by us. Which: Ac- 
ceptimg or Embracing the Promiſe of God, and Salvati- 
on by Chriſt therein offered ; is not ſo much an A& of the 
Underſtanding, Afenting to a Frath, (for thus the Devils 
believe, and Wicked men;) as, an Ac of the Will,. Ac- 
cepting of it, and Conſenting to. it,. and Truſting init ;

I would not 
willingly depart from it :. or gratifie the Papiſts fo. far, as 
to.join with, them mn reproching our Church, as Decrying 
good: Works, becauſe we fay,, We are not.

If any ſhall yet ſay, That, when they affirm, We are 
not Juſtified by Faith. onely,. but by Works. allfo ;. they 
mean not, 'Ehat either the one 'or the. other doth Merit 
Gods Favour and. the. Remiſſion of. -our -Sins;3. but  onely, 
Fhat both Faith and Works are neceſlary to the Party Ju- 
ftified:: and, That, by Juſtification, they mean, all. that 
1s required to-make one a Good Mar, and one qualified for 
Heaven and Salvation 5 which cannot be without theſe. 
_ I ſay : The weaning 1s good 3 But, fo to. ſpeak, is not 
to ſpeak Diſtinaly (andlike a Scholar ) but to ſpeak con- 
fuſedly, and to Jumble together thoſe things, which, in

For, in-order to.Salvation, there are many. other things 
neceſlary, beſide Juſtification. There is Eletion,. Rege- 
neration, Juſtification, Adoption, Sanftification, 'and: ( as 
the fruits hereof )) a Holy Life, with Perſeverance therein 
to the end. Of which Divines uſe to: ſpeak. diſtindly ; 
and conſider, ſeparately, what belongs to each.. 

Ele&ion, is-the A& of God ;;which we are not curiouſly 
to pry, inta:.nor can-we. know, it otherwiſe, than as the Et- 
&& diſcovers it in time.. Juſti-- 
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Juſtification, 1san Act of God allſo; and (as to a perſon 
peccant ) it is the Remiſſion of Sins 3 upon which we are, 
in Gods account, reputed as Juſt or Innocentz and this 
onely for the Satisfaction which Chriſt hath made, not for 
any Work of ours.. And this Satisfa&tion of Chriſt, 1s (by 
us) embraced by Faith (accepting this Salvation offered 
by Chriſt, ). not, by any other Grace. 

Adoption, is an AC of God likewiſe ; whereby he re- 
putes us his Children, and Heirs. of his Kingdom ; which 
is, for the Merits of Chriſt, Purchaſing Heaven for us ; 


whereby we are entituled to that Purchaſed Poſſeiſzon. And Eph. r. 14. 


this, by us, 1s Accepted. by Faith allſo. 

And all thoſe are Relative Ads, (of God towards us; ) 
rather than Works wrought iz -. 

But Regeneration and SanGtification, are Works of God, 
wrought zz #5, by hisSpiritz (and produce not onea Rela- 
tive, but a Real change: ) Whereby is wrought in us a New 


Nature, (or as the Scripture calls-1t) the New Maz, or the Eph. 4. 24: 


New Creature :  ) whereby Holyneſs, and the Graces of Gods Gal. 6, 15. 
Spirit, are Begun, and Increaſed gradually; till we come 


to that of the perfei? man ; to the meaſure of the ſtature of the Eph. 4. 13.

But We, who think that Juſtification and Sanification 
(rhough of the ſame Perſon) be different Notions : Why 
{honld we not rather refer San#ity to SanFification. 

If it be ſaid, That the Juſtified and the SanGtified per- 
ſon, are. the ſame : and therefore we need not ſo nicely 
diſtinguiſh between Juſtification and Sandtification. ' + 
 Ifay; *Tis true, the Perſons be the ſame : But the No- 
tions be different. And, though we may truly fay Juſtus 
eſt Sanus, or Juſtificatus eft SanTificatus 3 yet not, Juſti- 
fieatio eſt Santtificatio. ( He that 3s Fuſtifred is Sandifeed ; 
but not, that Juſtification 3s SanFification.) And a little 
Logick would teach a Freſh-man, That Concretes may be 
predicated one of another, when the AbſtraFs may not. 
We may fay, that Homo eft Animal, but not that Humani- 
tas eft Animalitzas : Or, that Homo eft Albaz, but not Hu- 
manitas eft Albedo. 

If, laſtly, It be thought Advantageous fo the Practiſe of 
Holyneſs and a Godly Lite, to fay, that we are Juſtified

f ſay z Neither is this-Neceſtary. For this 1s as well done 
by preaching the Necefſzty of Regeneration and Sanfifica- 
tion; as without which we cannot hope for Salvation. And 
then, the Exerciſe of Holineſs and a Godly Life, comes in 
properly in its own place 3 as the neceſ{gry Effect of San- 
| Aification. . | 

And in this capacity it is that our Cttirch (without de- 
rogating any thing from the neceſſity of them) doth place 
Good Works ; as the neceſlary Fruits of that Faith which 
Juſtifiesz and a Pretenſe of Faith, without theſe, ſhe eſteems 
to be, not Faith, but Faxcy. | | | 

And therefore, though ſhee exchnde them (as hath been 
faid) from the Office of Juſtifying 3 yet thinks ag wal 

| ſary 
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ſary to be joined with Faith in every Perſon that 3s juſtified. 
And makes it the Office and Duty of every Chriſtian man unto 
God,----not to paſs the time of this preſent life unfruitfully, and 
idly, (not caring how few good Works we do, to the Glory of 
God, and the Profit of our Neighbours  ) Much leſs, to live 
contrary to the ſame,----For that Faith (ſhe tells us) which 
bringeth ( without Repentance) either Evil Works, or no Good 
Works 5 is not a right, pure, and lively Faiths but a dead, 
deviliſh, connterfeit, and. faigned Faith; as S. Paul and 
S. James call it. For even the Devils Know, and Beleeve, 
That Chriſt was born of a Virgine ; That he Joſe fourty days 
and fourty nights, without meat and drink; That he wrought 
all kind of Miracles, declaring himſelf very God 5 They be- 
leeve alſo, that Chriſt, for our ſake, ſuffered moſt painfull 
Death, to redeem from Everlaſting Death And that he Roſe 
again from Death the third day : They beleeve, that he Aſcen- 
ded into Heaven, and fitteth on the Right hand of the Father, 
and at the laſt end of this World, ſhall come again, and Judge 
both the quick and the dead. Theſe Articles of our Faith, the 
Devils Beleeve : And ſo they Beleeve all all things that be 
written in the New and Old Teſtament to be true : And yet, 
for all this Faith, they be but Devils, remaining ſtill in their 
damnable ſtate, lacking the very true Chriſtian Faith. For 
the right and true Chriſtian Faith 3s, not onely to believe that 
holy Scripture, and all the foreſaid Articles of our Faith, are 
true : But alſo to have a ſure Truſt and Confidence in Gods 
merciful Promiſes, to be ſaved from everlaſting Danmation by 
Chriſt : Whereof doth follow, a Loving heart to Obey his Com- 
mandements. And this true Chriſtian Faith, neither any De- 
vil hath : nor yet. any man, which in the outward. Profeſſion of © 
his Mouth, and in his outward Receiving of the Sacraments, 
in coming to the Church, and in all outward appearances; ſeem-- 
eth to be a Chriſtian, and get in his Living and Deeds ſhew- 
eth the contrary. 


So. bk 
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So that Our Church is far from-allowing an Idle, Laſy 
Life 3 much leſs a Sinful-and Wicked Lite, to accompany 
Faith : But rells us, that, where theſe are, Faith is not. 

There 3s indeed ((he tells us) a Faith which in Scripture 3s 
called a Dead faith : which bringeth forth wv good Works ; 
-butt 3s idle, barren, and unfruitful ; which 3s, by S. James com- 
pared to the Faith of Devils.---- And this 3s not properly called 
Faith :----( as a Dead man, is not a Man.)----But, as he thus 
readeth Cxſar's Commentaries, Beleeving the ſame to be Trac, 
' hath thereby a Knowledge of Czlar's Life, and notable AFﬀs, 
becauſe he beleeveth the Hiſtory of Czfar : Tet 5s not properly 
ſayd, That he Beleeveth In Czlar ; of whom he looketh for n0 
help or benefit. Even ſo, he that Beleeveth, That, all that is 
ſpoken of God in the Bible, is True 5, and yet liveth ſo Ungod- 
ly, that he cannot look, to enjoy the Promiſes and Benefits of 
God : Although it may be ſayd, That ſuch a man hath a faith 
and belief To the Words of God ;, yet it is not properly ſayd, 
That he beleeveth In God 3 or, hath ſuch a Faith and Truſt In 
God, whereby he may ſurely lock, for grace, mercy, and ever- 
laſting life at Gods hand ; but rather for indignation and pu- 
riſhment, according to the merits of his wicked life. 

If then they phantaſy, that they be ſet at liberty from doing 
all good works, and may live as they liſt , they trifle withGod, 
and deceive themſelves. And it is a —_— _ that they 
be far from having the trne and lively Faith; and allſo far 
from knowledge, what true Faith meaneth. , 

For the very ſure and lively Chriſtian Faith is, not onely to 
Beleeve all things of God, which are contained in holy Scri- 
pture 5 but allſo 3s an earneſt Truſt and Confidence in God,---- 

Thzs true, lively, and unfeigned Chriſtian Faith, is not in 
the Mouth and outward Profeſſion onely 5, but it liveth and ſtir- 
reth inwardly in the Heart.----This Faith doth not Iy Dead in 


the Heart ; but is Lively and Fruitfull in bringing forth Good 
Works.----This true Faith, will ſhew forth it ſelf; and cannot 
Jong be Idle : For, as it is written, The Juſt man doth Live by 
his Faith.---« 
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Deceive not your ſelves therefore , thinking that you have 


_ Faith in God,----When you live in Sin: For then your Ungod- 


ly and Sinfull Life declareth the contrary, whatſoever you Say 
or Think. | 

With much more to the ſame purpole. Shewing the Ne- 
ceſſity, of Good Works, to our Salvation 3 though we be 
not- Juſtified by them. With many. ſerious Exhortations 
ro the Preacher of them. 

And this is thar ſafe way, which (I ſayd) our Church di- 

reds 1n this point. To be Fruniull in Good Works : not, 
as to be Juſtified by them : But, as the Neceſlary Fruits of 
that Faith by which we are Juſtified. 
Thus have I conſidered the Words (The Juſt ſhall live 
by Faith, ) according to both theſe Emphaſes allready men- 
tioned. That on the word Juſt, or Righteous, as (con- 
tradiſtinguiſhed from the Wicked « _) And that on the word 
Faith ;, as contradiſtinguiſhed from Works, 1n the point of 
Juſtification. | | 

But (beſide thoſe Two already mentioned) there 1s yet 
a Third Emphaſis, of which theſe words are capable: And 
which, I think, is principally intended in this place. 

By Life (as is already ſhewed) is meant Happyneſs, (as, 
on the contrary, by Death is meant Miſery.) Now the 
Chriſtians Life, of Happineſs, 1s commonly diſtinguiſhed 
into that of Grace, and that of Glory.

For though Naturaliſts have, with a great deal of Rea- 
ſon, talked of (a Jus, or Cauſa prima) a Common Ma- 
ker, or Firſt Cauſe; which ſhould give Original to all things 
elſe : Yet this was but, either from ſome faint Remains of 
an ancient Tradition, from Adam: and Noah downward to. 
after Ages : Or, atmoſt be Conjectural, and Groping in the. 
dark ; and Guefling at this, as a more likely Suppoſition, 
than, That it had Allways been ; or, ſhould take its begin- 
ning from a. Fortuitous Concurſe of Atomes.

Not that I take pleaſure, to Decry, Diſparage, Depre- 
ciate, or Invalidate, that Light which Nature-and Reaſon 
afford us, toward Reveiled Truthes. For this, I think, we 
ought rather to Cheriſh, to Enforce, and Improve what we 
can, (rather than to Enervate or Elude; _) as of great ſub- 
ſerviency to that of Faith. For, while we ſtudy to Elude 
theſe Arguments 3 we are ſo far doing their Work, who 
would Elude the Scripture too. 

For, even where xe cannot (from Nature alone con- 
clude an abſolute Certainty'; ſo as to Stop the Months of 
thoſe that love to Cavil, or (as the Apoſtle ſpeaks) //? to be 
Contentiows : Yet, if this afford us(from conſiderations Na- 


_ tural and Moral) Probable Arguments, and a Multitude of 


them, all concurring to-ſhew, That it is not Impoſſible, not 
Improbable, 'but very Likely,. that theſe things May be ſo ; 


It is a great Preparative to the Beleeving of a Revelation, 


that ſays It Is ſo. And 
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der a greater Light. 
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And ſuch Arguments, we find, the Apoſtles did oft make 


_ uſe off, to very good Purpoſe, and with very good Succeſs. 


A Clond of Witneſſes (though each ſingly may ſeem but 
Cloudy.,_) may afford a conſiderable Light 3 (like the Stel-
